College students navigate homelessness

This month, with a mix of anxiety and exhila- 
ration, college students across the country will 
cram for final exams, then pack their bags for 
home. 

It’s a little different for undergraduates Mal- 
achi Hoye and Caprice Manny They don’t have 
homes to return to— at least not in the tradi- 
tional sense. Hoye and Manny are among the 
estimated 56,000 college students nationwide 
who are considered homeless. 

“I don’t have anything from any outside 
sources. It literally is just me. So, if I don’t 
get my crap together, I am just going to be 
out there,” Manny, 21, said one afternoon in a 
Humboldt Park apartment where nonprofit 
La Casa Norte placed her in March. 

Manny, who finished her second year at Tru- 
man College, a community college in Uptown, 
earlier this month, for years had bounced from 
the homes of sisters, grandparents and friends, 
as well as a couple of long-term housing cen- 
ters, after leaving her mother’s home in 2011. 
She called the rent-free living program “a bless- 
ing” that let her focus on 12 credit hours of 
classes, which met Monday through Thursday 
at Truman, and juggle jobs at Starbucks, Wal- 
greens and Bath & Body Works. 

One factor contributing to homelessness on 
campuses is low-income high school students’ 
“laser focus” on going to college, said Shenay 
Bridges, assistant dean of students and com- 
munity resources at DePaul University They 
obtain financial aid to cover tuition, books and 
a few related costs but fail to consider remain- 
ing expenses, including housing, she said. 

Hoye, 20, left his mother’s home in the Aus- 
tin neighborhood at 16 after another in a series 
of arguments with her, he said. Since then he 
has stayed at friends’ homes, shelters, a hospi- 
tal, apartments, a Columbia College Chicago 
dormitory and on the streets. 

In March, he and his older brother began liv- 
ing rent-free at El Rescate, an independent liv- 
ing center in Humboldt Park run by the Puerto 
Rican Cultural Center. 

Hoye, who is finishing his second year at Co- 
lumbia this week, is holding about $9,000 in 
debt, he said. That debt was a major factor in 
his decision to leave school for now, Hoye said. 

Until now he has managed to stay in school 
through federal grants, scholarships, state food 
aid and a job at a Dunkin’ Donuts, Hoye said. 

‘Ain’t nobody else out here doing anything 
for me and my brother,” he said. “If I don’t do 
it, I will be pushing a cart at the expressway 
trying to look for change.” 

In January 2012, he and his brother had left 
home, exhausted the hospitality of friends and

spent part of the bitter cold night sleeping next 
to a Metra station on the South Side. 

“It hit in my head,” Hoye said. “It was time 
for me to stop playing around, stop being a 
child. Now it was time to shift and I had to be 
the adult. So, that’s what I did.” 

Manny’s low point came after she decided to 
leave her mother’s home in 2011, she recalled. 

After bouncing from one temporary Hving 
situation to another, she started to find stabil- 


ity in Job Corps, a federal education and job 
training program. She’s receiving federal grants 
to cover her educational costs at Truman. But 
they don’t cover housing. 

Manny will be allowed to remain in the apart- 
ment this summer. If she resumes her full-time 
student class load in the fall, maintains a 2.0 
grade-point average, refrains from unsafe be- 
havior and communicates with her case manag- 
er, La Casa Norte will continue to pay her rent.

»The National Association for the 
Education of Homeless Children and 
Youth is expanding. About 350 schools in 
four states have single points of contact, 
said Cyekeia Lee, the organization’s direc- 
tor of higher education initiatives; another 
estimated 150 schools In at least nine 
other states are receiving training in “best 
practices" to support homeless students. 

» DePaul In April began offering a “home 
host program" in which area homeown- 
ers offer rooms for free to students who 
are “housing insecure," a phrase the 
school uses to characterize students 
who are homeless or without a long-term 
place to live.

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Fans outraged by brutal Sansa Stark scene 


Viewers react on social 
media following latest 
‘Game of Thrones’ episode

Poor Sansa Stark can’t catch a break. And 
fans are taking to social media to express 
their outrage following the latest atrocity 
inflicted on Sansa in Sunday’s episode of 
“Game ofThrones.” 

Sansa, portrayed by 19-year-old Sophie 
Turner, has survived horror after horror in 
the hit HBO fantasy series. From losing her 
direwolf Lady, to witnessing the beheading of 
her father Ned Stark, to suffering the brutal- 
ity and humiliation inflicted by Jeffrey ban- 
nister, to being attacked by a riotous mob, 
Sansa’s lot only seems to worsen over time. 

And after fearing sexual assault byjof- 
frey, by the Hound, by the mob, by Tyrion 
and potentially even by Littlefinger, Sansa 
is raped on her wedding night by her new 
husband, the psychotic Ramsay Bolton, as a 
tearful Theon Greyjoy, aka Reek, is made 
to watch. 

In George R. R. Martin’s ‘A 
Song of Ice and Fire” book 
series, on which the show is 
based, it is another young 
woman Ramsay weds and 
assaults, in a scene even 
more graphic and twisted. 

But fans found the scene 
in the show— which frequently 
uses sex to illustrate power dy- 
namics —particularly troublesome 
considering Sansa’s series-long journey 
from naive child to savvy survivor; after 
being victimized at the hands of those who 
murdered her family, Sansa has emerged from 
hiding this season as a woman ready to re- 
claim control of her story Equally troubling 
is the fact that the scene focused primarily 
on Theon, leading viewers to wonder if the 
show’s writers planned Sansa’s rape for the 
benefit ofTheon’s character arc. 

In fact, producer Bryan Cogman, who 
also wrote the episode, told Entertainment 
Weekly that the scene marks “an important 
turning point” for Sansa’s relationship with 
Theon. “She’s seen Theon and hated him and 
thinks he killed her brothers and betrayed 
them but she’s very conflicted by what she’s 
seeing there,” he said. 

He also argued that Sansa’s circumstances 
are the result of her agency 

“This isn’t a timid Uttle girl walking into 
a wedding night with Joffrey” Cogman said. 
“This is a hardened woman making a choice

and she sees this as the way to get back her 
homeland.” 

As for Martin, who has received “a flood of 
emails” about the episode, the author took 
to his blog to iterate that the characters are 
fictional, and that differences between the 


show and the books are inevitable and will 
only increase. 

“There have been differences between the 
novels and the television show since the first 
episode of season one. And for just as long, I 
have been talking about the butterfly effect. 


Small changes lead to larger changes lead to 
huge changes,” Martin wrote. ‘And yes, more 
and more, they differ. Two roads diverging in 
the dark of the woods, I suppose... but all of 
us are stiU intending that at the end we will 
arrive at the same place.” 

This is hardly the first time “Thrones” has 
stirred up controversy with its depictions of 
rape; last April, a sex scene between Cersei 
and Jaime Lannisterwas interpreted by many 
viewers as nonconsensual. And in the fol- 
lowing episode, mutineers from the Night’s 
Watch raped the women living in Craster’s 
Keep, north of the Wall.
